The  flag 
of  the  youug  wheats  has,  in  ezpoiea 
situations,  changed  its  colour  from  a 
Lrid  green  to  russet  brown  ;  but  tbe 
pUitt  hat  i«ceived  no  injury,  not  even 
the  latest  town.  The  young  clovera 
and  grasses  have  changed  colour  from 
the  same  cause,  but  wittiout  their  roots 
being  in  the  least  injured.  The  se- 
▼ere  frost  has  had  the  best  effect  on 
tenacious  soils,  by  giving  them  a  me- 
chanical arrangenient  (highly  condu- 
cive to  the  fructification  ofthe  ensuing 
spring  crops,)  by  enlarging  the  inter- 
stices to  permit  the  water  to  percolate 
freely,  and  facilitate  tbe  progress  ofthe 
spreading  roots.  The  return  of  mild 
weather  IS  also  very  acceptable,  on  ac- 
count of  the  scarcity  of  cattle  food,  as 
it  wHl  not  only  prevent  an  increasing 
consumpdon,  but  will  bring  forward 
the  early  spring  crops  for  soiling, 
wbich  have  become  such  valuable  re- 
sources in  modem  agriculture.

— Execution  of 
John  Gould,  aged  23,  ^r  the  murder 
of  his  wife,  mmbeth  GoiiW.— This 
unfortunate  young  man  suffered  the 
sentence  of  the  law,  on  Wednesday 
last,  on  the  new  drop  in  the  front  of 
the  county  jail  of  Stafford.

notice.  This  youtli  married  at  an  ear- 
ly age,  without  any  ostensible  means 
of  supporting  a  wife  and  family  be- 
yond his  own  daily  labour.  He  work- 
ed, it  appeared,  fur  his  father,  in  the 
character  of  a  servant,  on  a  small  farm. 
Finding  a  family  coming  on,  his  wife 
being  pregnant  of  the  second  child,  it 
appeared  that  he  had  used  violent  and 
cruel  means  of  producing  abortion, 


namely  crushing  or  elbowing  his  wifa  , 
in  bed,  rolluig  over  her,  &c.  By  these 
means  abortion  was  produced,  and  the 
unfortunate  mother  died  in  a  short 
time  after,  the  wife  and  offspring  sha- 
ring the  same  fate. — Before  she  expi- 
red, she  declared,  according  to  the  evi- 
dence, that  ill  usage  of  the  above  kind 
had  been  the  cauw  of  her  death  ;  and 
on  this  strong  and  circumstantial  evi- 
dence Gould  was  foand  Guiby.  On 
sentence  being  pasted  upon  himi  he 
exclaimed  that  he  wa«  murdered  1  We 
have  traced  the  principal  evidence  and 
its  effects  so  far,  with  a  view  to  glance 
at  the  operation  of  a  defent:^  that  was 
set  up  on  the  part  of  this  unhappy 
jouDg  man.  The  sisters  of  Could 
werf  brought  forward  with  a  story- 
meant  to  couuteract  some  corrobora- 
ting evidence  on  the  part  of  the  decea- 
sed, stating  various  appearances  of  the 
body  of  the  deceased,  namely,  bruises 
of  the  abdomen,  uterus,  &c.,  which 
story  stated  the  deceased  to  have  tum- 
blrd  over  a  wall,  the  stones  of  which 
fell  with  her.  These  witnesses,  how- 
ever, contradicted  themselves,  ai  well 
as  each  other  ;  and  the  effect  of  their 
evidence  went  to  prejudice  the  court 
against  some  appealing  consideration 
that  might  have  arisen  out  of  the  case. 
Some  professional  men  were  called  to 
state  the  probable  causes  of  the  bruises, 
extravasation  of  blood,  &c, ;  but  differ- 
ing with  each  other,  they  lef(  the  case 
as  it  was  before. 

Gould,  after  being  conveyed  back 
to  his  cell,  wept  aloud,  and  his  cries 
were  heard  by  the  whole  of  the  prison- 
ers in  the  gaol.

His  sen- 
tence came  like  a  thunder-bolt  upon  .

Witness  enquired  into  the  circumatan- 
ces,  and  finding  the  prisoner  rather 
unwilling  to  answer,  declined  to  inter- 
fere ;  upon  which  prisoner  said,  "  I 
could  transport  M'Xanghlin  for  at* 
terfpting  to  sell  his  arms."  Witness 
then  left  the  prisoner  in  charge  of  his 
servant,  and  went  into  the  barrack, 
and  called  out  Edward  M'Laughlin, 
wbo  gave  him  the  same  account  of  the 
transaction  he  had  now  given.  Wit- 
ness then  put  the  soldier  into  confine- 
ment, and  returned  and  took  the  pri- 
■    sqner  to  Colonel  Atkinson's  lodgings. 

Colonel  Atkinson  deposed,  that  up- 
on the  prisoner  being  brought  to  him, 
he  af ked  him  where  he  lived  ?  he  an- 
swered, "  up  and  down  ;"  he  refused 
to  tell  where  he  had  lodged  the  last 
night,  but  mentioned  a  person  of  the 
name  of  Gibson,  where  he  had  lodged 
the  night  preceding.  On  searching 
him.  Colonel  Atkinson  found  in  his 
pocket  seven  ball  cartridges  (such  as 
are  delivered  to  the  military,)  and  four 
blank  cartridges,  which  he  refused  to 
tell  how  he  had  come  by.  There 
were  also  in  his  pockets  a  stone  of  con- 
siderable magnitude,  a  Roman  catho- 
lic Prayer-book,  and  a  tin  case,  in 
which  be  kept  his  certificate  of  being 


a  pensionan  On  being  pieiwd  by 
Colonel  Atkinson  to  disclose  for  what 
purpose  he  wanted  arms,  the  prisoner 
at  length  said,  "  I  wanted  them  foe 
my  own  defence;  I  am  a  Roman  ca- 
tholic, and  1  know  the  Milford'  men 
do  not  tike  me,  because,  as  I  am  an 
old  soldier,  they  think  I  may  be  teach- 
ing the  Ribbon  men  the  use  of  arms." 
Colonel  Atkinson  then  committed  the 
prisoner  to  the  custody  of  the  civil 
power.     Here  the  evidence  closed, 

Mr  H.  Moore,  counsel  for  the  pri- 
soner, submitted  to  the  court)  that  tht; 
offencewhich  the  legislature  in  making 
this  statute  intended  to  punish  with 
death,  was  not  made  out  in  evidence^ 
The  statute  forbids  any  attempt  to  se- 
duce a  soldier  from  his  duty  ajid  alle- 
giance ;  that  is  to  corrupt  this  prin- 
ciple, and  to  render  him  a  disloyal 
subject.  A  soldier  might  be  seduced 
from  his  doty,  (as  by  selling  his  ne- 
cessaries, or  even  his  arms )  and  yet  not 
be  at  all  seduced  from  his  loyalty  and 
ellegiajice;  and  the  proof  in  this  case 
went  no  further. 

The  learned  judge  acceded  to  this

The  FRE{acH  Eagles.— On  Satur- 
day morning  the  gratifying  spectacle 
of  depositing  the  trophies  ofBntisb  he- 
roism took  place  on  the  parade  in  St 
James's  Part.  'On  the  left  of  the  party 
formedfor  mounting  guard  in  the  park, 
6u:ingthe  Horse  Guards,  were  station- 
ed one  hundred  grenadiers,  accompa. 
Died  by  their  fuU  band,  in  white  gai- 
ters ;  they  formed  into  four  divisions, 
paraded  to  the  Tilt  Yard,  their  band 
playing  the  Grenadiers'  March  before 
the  guard  of  the  day,  and  received  the 
■ix  eagles  and  colours  which  bad  been 
■o  gallantly  wrested  from  the  enemy. 
Six  Serjeants  of  the  company,  carrying 
the  eagles,  &c.  &c.  between  the  four 
divisions,  marchedindoubleopen  order, 
with  arms  advanced,  the  band  playing 
•*  God  save  the  King."  They  march- 
ed round  the  parade  in  ordinary  time, 
and  arriving  before  the  Britishflag,  the 
eagles  and  ensigns  were  lowered.  They 
then  proceeded  through  the  Horse 
Guards  to  Whitehall  Chapel,  amidst 
the  acclamations  of  thousands,  who  at- 
tended  this  national  testimony  of  Bri- 
tish gallantry.    The  Dukes  of  York, 


Cambridge,  and  Glocester,  with  a 
large  assemblage  of  military  officers, 
and  many  beautiful  and  elegant  ladies, 
were  present.  General  Sir^hnDoyle, 
the  commander  of  the  S7th  regiment, 
which  took  the  eagle  at  Barrosa,  waa 

E resent,  mounted  on  a  beautiful  Ara- 
ian  cream-coloured  horse.  Theground 
was  kept  by_  a  detachment  of  the 
guards,  and  betweenfhe  HorseGuar^i 
and  Whitehall  the  life  guards  paraded 
to  preserve  order.  The  ceremony  wai 
awfully  grand  and  impressive  in  the 
chapel,  which  was  crowded  by  all  the 
beauty  and  fashion  in  town,  Th» 
French  eagles  were  placed  three  on 
each  side,  and  upon  a  level  with  the 
altar.  The  French  colours  were  sus- 
pended from  the  gallery,  over  the  al-  . 
tar  ;  The  Earl  of  Liverpool  gave  a 
grand  breakfast  on  the  occasion  to  all 
the  cabinet  ministers,  and  other  dis- 
tinguished  characteriwho  attended  the 
ceremony  in  the  park,  and  were  pre- 
sent also  at  that  which  took  place  in 
the  chapel. 

On  Monday  last,  died,  after  a  tedious 
illness,  which  he  \^6fe  with  the  great- 
est fortitude  and  complacency.  Felix 
M'Carthy,  Esq,,  long  well  known  for 
his  eccentricity  and  benevolence  ;  and 
latterly  fortheembarrastments  brought 
upon  him  by  both.

The  driver,  find- 
ing the  perilous  situation,  got  from 
the  box  to  endeavour  to  keep  the 
horses  from  backing,  which  he  could 
not  accomplish,  so  that  all  were  instant- 
ly plunged  over  a  precipice  near  ten 
ieet  high,  by  which  the  carriage  was 
dashed  to  pieces,  and  the  horsts  nar- 
rowly saved :  one  of  the  ladies  was 
much  bruised,  the  others  slightly. 
Such  unpardonable  neglect  in  the  per- 
sons who  are  employed  by  the  com- 
pany, ought  to  be  moBt  heavily  pu-  - 
nished,  as  an  example  to  othei-s. 

Tornado. About  the  hour  of 

three  o'clock,  on  Tuesday,  the  9th  in- 
stant, a  whirlwind,  such  as  was  never 
before  witnessed,  perhaps,  in  this  coun- 
try, arose  in  Dundalk.  It  took  an 
easterly  direction,  and  whirled  every 
thinz  which  came  in  contact  with  it  in- 
to the  i^r.

ROBSmtlBs  AT  THE  OpBRA-HOUSI. 

—Bow-street.— -Yesterday,  a  man 
was  brought  before  Mr  Nares,  on  a 
charge  of  being  the  person  who  baa 
perpetrated  the  robberies  that  have 
lately  been  committed  at  the  Opera, 
withoutthe  least  suspicion  against  nim« 
he  being  supposed  to  be  a  man  of  con- 
sequence, from  his  constant  attendance 
at  public  places.  Townsend,  who  at- 
tends at  the  Opera,  pledged  himself 
that  the  robberies  were  not  committed 
by  any  known  thie*es,  or  even  those 
suspected  of  thieving  [  still,  however, 
gentlemen  complained  of  being  robbed 
in  the  pit.  At  length  it  was  agreed 
by  the  magistrates,  that  sis  persona 
belonging  to  the  office,  who  were  not 
likely  to  be  known,  should  attend  in 
the  pit,  dressed  in  a  style  so  as  to  ap- 
pear as  part  of  the  company,  which 
they  did  last  Tuesday  :  but  they  did 
not  see  any  suspicious  character,  nor 
any  improper  conduct  whatever  in  any 
person.  TheyattendedagainonThun- 
day,  and  took  their  seats  in  different 
parts  of  the  pit.  A  little  before  ele- 
ven, Nichols  observed  a  man,  who  al- 
though he  had  every  appearance  of  a 
gentleman,  being  dressed  in  black,  a 
hifge  gold  watch,  chain,  and  seals,  a 
large  opera  hat  under  his  arm,  and

From  that  part  he  went  mto  the 
avenue  in  the  centre  of  the  pit,  com* 
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monly  called  Fop't  Pastage,  where 
Nichols  fallowed  him,  and  »aw  him 
puriue  umilar  conduct.  He  removed 
m>in  thence  to  the  right  of  the  pitf 
where  he  saw  him  lean  upon  the  rail, 
feeling  a  gentleman's  pocket  who  was 
sitting  close  to  the  rail,  put  his  hand 
In,  and  take  out  something,  and  put  it 
into  his  left-hand  inside  pocket,  and 
moved  off.  Nicholswas  apprehensive  of

"Yes,  of  a  snuff-bo  E,  which  he  had 
robbed  a  gentleman  of."  Nichols  put 
his  hand  into  his  packet,  and  took  out 
a  snnff'box,  which,  on  being  held  up, 
a  gentleman  owned.  He  was  taken  to 
the  watch-house,  where,  in  tbe  course 
of  the  night,  he  tore  his  opera  hat  to 
ra^,  and  threw  it  out  of  the  window, 
KT  Harrison,  the  manager  of  the

He  became 

relocked,  one  of  the  wards  having  been  also  intimately  acquainted  with  Lord 
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Cnig,  Mr  Mackenzie,  andanumberof 
other  iodividualB,  who  have  since  been 
diatinguished  in  the  walks  of  butinen 
nd  litersture.  Having  completed  his 
(tudies,  Mr  Blair  determined  to  devote 
bimiclf  to  the  bar,  and  entered  advo- 
cate in  176*.  This,  in  s  young  man 
devoid  (rf  forttine,  was  a  somewhat 
bold  resolution,  for  success  in  this  pro- 
fession is  generally  found  to  be  alow, 
■ndevenprecartous.  It  appeared, ho w- 
«er,  that  Mr  Blair  bad  justly  appre- 
ciBted  hisownqualificBtMns  He  bood 
rose  to  the  highest  eminence  at  a  law. 
yttt  and  was  employed  in  every  ins- 
portant  cause,  as  a  leading  counsel. 
On  these  occasions,  Mr  Erskioe  and 
lie,  81  the  two  great  ornaments  of  the 
Scotti^  bar,  were,  for  a  long  time, 
legtdarly  marshalled  against  each  ather. 
On  the  promotion  of  the  present  Lord 
Chief  Baroa  Jo  be  Lonl  Advocate, 
Mr  Blair  was  appointed  Solicitor-gc 
neral,  and,  in  1801,  the  Faculty  of 
Advocates  unanimjsusly  elected  biin 
their  Dean.  In  con»eqiience  of  the 
-change  of  ministry  in  1606,  he  was  re. 
fiooved  from  the  omce  of  SoUcitor ;  but 
ve  have  been  informed,  that  he  then 
received  aU tterfrom  the  new  minister, 
expressing  regret  that  the  necessity 
«f  promotinjg  his  own  political  friends 
tendered  this  step  necessary.  So  lit- 
tle was  Mr  Blair  ruffled  by  the  occur. 
«enee,  that  he  sent  to  Mr  Clerk,  his 
'Very  able  successor,  an  offer  of  the  use 
-of  the  gewn  which  he  wore  in  his  of- 
.£cial  capacity,  aad  which  Mr  Clerk 
■could  not  have  had  time  to  prepare. 
Indeed,  the  strongest  sentiments  of  mu- 
tual esteem,  notwithstanding  political 
^fferences,  prevailed  between  these 
two  eminent  lawyers.  When,  nest 
year,  his  political  friends  returned  to 
■power,  Mr  Bbir  declined  resuming  the 
office  of  Solicitor,  or  even  acc^ting 
of  Lord  Advocate,  but  reserved  him- 
self fiar  some  still  higher  situation. 
Accordingly,  in  1806,  on  the  redgna- 
.tion-  of  the  late  learned  President,  Sir 
Ilay  Campbell,  Mr  Blair  was  chosen, 


with  the  nnirenal  approbation  of  tJw 
country,  to  succeed  to  that  most  im- 
portant office.  In  discharging  Its  du- 
ties, he  exceeded  even  the  high  ex- 
pectations which  had  been  formed  of 
him. 

He  entered  upon  the  dutiet  of  thfe 
prepeiit  Session,  with  every  tymptora 
of  health  and  vigour,  and  at  no  time, 
for  a  number  of  years,  did  bis  appearw 
ance  indicate  a  longer  continuance  of 
his  valuable  life.  He  complained  of 
some  slight  disorder  on  Sunday,  which 
appears  to  have  gone  off  in  the  course 
of  that  day.  But  on  Monday,  whUe 
returning  from  his  ordinary  walk,  fail 
appearance  was  observed  to  be  less  re- 
gular and  steady  than  usual.  He  wat  .' 
able,  howefer,  to  reach  his  own  door, 
which  had  just  been  opened  to  receive 
him,  when  he  fell  into  the  aims  of  fan 
servant,  and  expired  shortly  after. 

His  Lordship  married  Mis^  Isabella 
Halkett,  one  of  the  sisters  of  Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Halket,  by  whom  he  haa 
one  SOD  and  three  daughter* ;  the  eld- 
est daughter  was  married,  within  these 
few  years,  to  Alexander  Macoaacbie, 
Esq.,  eldest  son  ofLordMeadowbaok. 
Notwithstanding  hisextensive  practice, 
he  is  not  supposed  to  have  left  a  very- 
large  fortune.  About  twenty  ycara 
ago,  he  purchased  Avontan,  a  stnall 
estate  near  Linlithgow,  beautifully  si- 
tuated, and  which  conlioucd  always  to 
be  his  favourite  reiideoce. 

To  those  who  had  happiness  of  in- 
timately knowing  the  late  Lord  Pre- 
sident Blair,  and  of  seeing  him  in  the 
intercourse  of  private  life,  enjoying  and 
promotii^  all  the  innocent  relaxatiana 
from  severer  duties,  it  may  seem  unne- 
cessary to  dwell  upon  other  causes  of 
regret.  But  the  calamity  which  will 
be  long  and  deeply  felt  by  the  ooun. 
try,  is  the  loss  of  that  rare  union  6f 
great  qualities,  which,  after  calling  hitn 
forth  into  early  notice,  coiiducted  him 
to  the  highest  honours  of  his  proEea- 
sioD,  and  exacted  the  palm  of  disttoc- 
tion  from  the  common  auffrages  of  bit 
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bretluieii,  dmiBg  .the  whole  c(nir>e  of 
a  long  and  unb^miahed  life.— If  amy 
•net  indeed,  were  to  be  (elected  from 
mmj  grtit  feature*  as  peculiaHr  dis- 
tinguishing his  character,  we  ahauM 
certainly  be  apt  to  6x  upon  that  innate 
love  of  justice,  and  abhorreace  of  ini- 
quity, without  which,  as  he  himself 
emphatically  declared,  when  he  took 
thechairoftbecDurt,  all  other  qualities 
avail  nothing,  or  rathA-  they  are  worse 
than  nothing  ;  a  sentiment  that  seem^ 
ed  to  govern  the  whole  course  oE 
his  public  duty.  In  the  multiplicity 
of  transactions,  to  which  the  entended 
commerce  of  the  country  gives  rise, 
cases  must  occur  to  illustrate  the  dark- 
er aide  of  the  human  character.  Such 
questions  eeemed  to  call  forth  all  his 
energy,  and  they  who  heard  the  great 
principles  of  integrity  vindicated  and 
enforced,  in  a  strain  of  indignant  elo- 
quence,  could  scarce  reaist  the  imprea- 
uoa,  that  they  beheld,  for  a  moment, 
the  earthly  delegate  of  eternal  justice. 
During  the  abort  period  for  which 
his  lordship  filled  the  chair  of  the 
Court,  it  teemed  tb  be  his  object  to 
settle  the  law  of  Scotland  upon  great 
and  permanent  foundations.  Far  from 
aeekmg  to  escape  from  the  decision  of 
points  of  lavr,  under  an  affected  delica* 
cy,  which  be  well  knew,  might  be  a 
doakfor  ignorance,  he  anxiously  dwelt 
upon  such  questions ;  and  pointed  them 
dut  for  discussion,  that,  by  means  of  a 
deliberate  judgment,  he  might  fix  a 
certain  rule  for  the  guidance  of  future 
times.  With  all  his  knowledge  of  law, 
his  opinions  upon  these  subjects  were 
formed  with  singular  caution,  and  what 
was  at  first  thrown  out  merely  ai  a 
doubt, was  found, upon  examinatioD,  to 
be  the  result  of  profound  research,  ma- 
tured by  the  deepest  reflection.

Violent  Storm.— On  the  28th,  & 
violent  storm  passed  over  Worcester, 
in  the  afternoon.  It  came  from  the 
eastt  and  lasted  above  an  hour  ;  during 
which  period  hailstones  of  an  enor* 
mous  bulk  fell,  breaking  windows,  and 
destroying  vegetation.  The  damage 
is  reckoned  by  some  at  £0001.  and  bf 
others  is  estimated  at  no  less  a  sum 
than  10,0001.  The  hailstones  perfo- 
rated the  windows  like  bullets,  leaving 
round  apertures  indicative  of  the  force 
with  which  they  were  driven  against 
the  glass.  The  storm,  after  terrifying 
the  inhabitants  of  Worcester  from  8 
quarter  past  four  till  half-past  five 
o'clock,  passed  away  to  the  westwtnl 
with  equal  fury,

Pickpocket- — Thomas  Nonham,  ■- 
bout  55  years  old,  was  indicted  for 
stealing  from  the  person  of  William 
Richardson,  a  silver-gilt  snuff-box,  of 
the  value  of  101.,  in  the  pit  of  the 
Opera-house,  on  Thursday,  the  16th 
of  May  instant.

fore  he  was  taken  into  custody.  Mr 
Richardson  identified  the  box  ;  and

Agricultural  Rkpoht. — The  ge- 
nial showers  through  the  eariy  part  of 
last  month,  preceded  by  the  dry  warm 
weather  in  April,  have  produced  a  lux- 
uriance of  vegetation  almost  uopiroe- 
dcnted  in  any  former  year.

3.  Lord  Kensington  has  let  a  con- 
uderabte  extent  of  ground,  to  the  left 
of  the  road  oppositeto  Holland  House 
for  the  saroe  purpose  ;  and  Earl  Gros- 
yenor's  land»  are  all  to  be  built  on. 

4<.  A  new  canal,  to  be  called  the  Re- 
gent's Canal,  is  to  be  cut  from  the 
grand  junction,  at  Paddington,  to  go 
by  the  north  of  Pancras  Church,  under 
the  hill  at  Islineton,  and  the  New  Ri- 
ver, bv  a  tunnel,  the  north  of  Hoxtoa 
to  Mile  End,  and  from  thence  to  th^ 
Thames  at  the  Bight,  near  the  West 
India  Docks  t 

And  5.  There  is  a  grand  project  to 
tiun  the  river  Thames  itself  mto  a 
wet  dock,  all  the  way  from  Vauxhall 
to  Long  Reach.  This  is  proposed  to 
be  effected  by  making  a  new  tide  river 
from  Blackwall  to  Gallions,  and  from 
Deptford  to  Vauihall,  by  which  all 
the  intervening  space  of  the  present 
river  would  be  made  a  basin.

Friday  morning,  when  the  turnkey  of 
Cold  Bath-fields  prison  went  to  the 
cell  where  Williams  was  confined,  for 
the  purpose  of  preparing  him  to  go 
before  the  magistrates  of  Shadwell  po- 
lice-office, for  farther  examination,  be 
found  him  suspended  by  the  neck,  from 
an  iron  bar,  quite  cold  and  lifeless. 
The  magistrates,  however,  proceeded 
to  examine  the  evidence  upon  which 
they  intended  to  found  his  final  com- 
mitment. 

Mrs  Vermilloe  underwent  another 
examination.  Her  testimony  differed 
very  little  from  the  evidence  she  gave 
on  former  examinations.  She  now 
spoke  with  some  confidence  to  the 
mall,  and  said,  she  believed  it  to  be 
the  same  that  Peterson  left  in  her  hus- 
band's custody.

Against  the  third  RescHutiottt 
1.  Because  the  proposal  contained 
in  the  resolution,  as  explained  in  de- 
bate—that the  two  houses  should  di- 
rect  the  royal  assent  to  be  given  by  a 
bill  or  bills  under  a  commission,  to 
which  the  great  seal,  by  their  direction 
and  authority,  is  to  be  affixed— seems 
ta  us  a  solecism  in  laaguaee,  and  a  vio- 
lation of  the  cooimon  and  statute  law 
.«f  this  kingdom. 

If  the  assent  is  given  by  the  direc- 
tion of  the  two  houses  of  parliament, 
without  any  person  being  empowered 
to  give  or  withhold,  at  his  discretion, 
that  assent,  it  is  in  substance  the  assent 
«f  the  two  branches  t^  the  kigi^tuiv 
to  their  own  act ;  and  it  can  neither 
deserve  the  oabie,  nor  obtain  the  autho- 
ttty  of  the  assent  of  the  kin^.  or  of 
any  person  represeeting  on  his  behalf 
the  third  branch  of  the  le^lature. 

By  the  statute  of  the  3Sd  of  Heny 
VIl  I.  and  more  expressly  by  the  Ist 
of  Queen  Mary,  sessiwi  the  2d,  it  is 
providedgdedared,  and  enacted,"  That 
the  royal  assent  or  consent  of  the  kiog 
.  or  kings  of  this  realm  to  any  act  of  par- 
liament  ought  to  be  given  m  his  own 


royal  presence,  beingpersonally  present 
in  the  higher  house  of  parliament,  or  by 
his  letters  patent  under  a  great  seal,  aa 
signed  with  his  hand,  and  declared  and 
notified  in  his  absence  to  tbe  lords  spi- 
ritual and  temporal,  and  tbe  commons 
assembled  together  t" — and  the  emif 
uon  of  tbe  usual  words  in  the  commis- 
sion, and  the  substitution  of  the  king's 
stamp  for  bis  royal  signature  are  by 
the  statute  of  Queen  Mary,  declaring 
the  attainder  of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk 
of  none  effect,  deemed  sufficient  to  ren- 
der void  and  null  the  assent  given  un- 
der that  commission,  although  the 
great  se^  was  annexed  thereunto. 

By  the  IStb  of  Charles  II.  it  is  fur- 
ther declared,  that  no  act  or  ordinance 
with  the  force  or  virtue  of  a  law  can 
be  made  by  either  or  both  houses  of 
parUament. 

We  coDceive,  therefore,  on  tbe  one 
hand,  that  a  commission  so  created, 
and  so  limited,  can  never  by  any  fic- 
tion of  law,  or  annexation  of  seal,  con- 
vey the  royal  assent  in  defiuice  of  tbe 
obvious  meanuig  of  langiiaze,  and  the 
strict  and  legal  definition  of  the  term ; 
and  on  the  other  hand,  till  the  royal 
assent  be  obtained,  we  caonpt,  in  vio- 
lation of  tbe  fundamental  principles  of 
the  constitution,  and  in  the  face  of  a 
declaratory  statute,  give  to  the  act  or 
ordinance  of  the  two  branches  of  the 
legislature  only,  the  force  and  virtue  «f 
a  law. 

2.  Because  in  no  instance  while  the 
government  of  this  country  has  been 
acknowledged  to  be  in  king,  lords* 
and  commons,  has  any  statute  or  Uw 
been  enacted  without  the  concurreDt 
assent  of  the  thrae  branches  of  the  le- 
gislature. 

3.  Because  the  proceedmgs  of  the 
two  houses  in  1788  are  incomplete, 
and  cannot  therefore  be  entitled  to  the 
weight  and  authority  of  a  constitu- 
tional precedent. 

The  adherence  to  precedent,  so  wise- 
ly enforced  by  the  theory  and  practice 
i 
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of  our  constitution,  is  justified  by  con- 
siderations which  cannot  attach  to  in- 
complete transactions,  viz.  the  uoioo 
cf  authority  and  experience,  and  a  con- 
fidence in  the  wisdom  of  a  design 
founded  on  a  view  of  the  benefits  re- 
auldng  front  the  executiom  of  it. 

The  opinions  therefore  of  the  ma-

Whereas  reptesentations  have  been 
made  to  us,  that  numeroua  meetinga 
of  slaves  are  permitted  to  take  place 
on  the  east  coast  of  the  colony,  at  lal« 
hours  in  the  evenincr ;  which,  although 
they  are  avowedly  for  religious  purpo- 
ses, yet  being  at  unseasonable  and  im- 
proper hours,  have  been  found  produc- 
tive of  disorder,  and,  if  continued  to 
be  allowed,  may  have  the  most  danger- 
ous tendMicy :  We  have  therefore 
thought  fit  to  enact,  and  it  ia  hereby. 
enacted,  that  from  the  date  of  the  pub- 
lication of  these  presents,  no  meeting 
or  convocation  of  slaves  shall  be  law- 
ful, or  permitted  to  take  place,  aftn 
the  hour  of  sun-set,  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  except  only  for  the  usual 
purposes  of  the  estate  or  ^antation  tit 
which  such  slave  shall  belong.  And

ton trade  in  Glasgow  and  Paisley,  and 
their  vicinity,  and  praying  for  public 
assistance  >  that  the  same  were  con- 
firmed by  the  representation  of  a  meet- 
ing held  in  the  city  of  London  on  the 
12th  of  February,  which  sent  a  depu- 
tation to  wait  upon  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  with  a  copy  of  the  re- 
folutiqui  adopted   at  that  meeting. 


These  resolutions  your  committee  have 
inserted  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 
Your  committee  found,  by  the  evi-

It  is  matter  of  the  deepest  concern 
to  me,  to  be  made  the  involuntary 
cause  of  any  even  the  shortest  delay 
in  an  issue  of  his  majesty's  treasure, 
stated  to  me,  from  sucn  high  authority 
as  that  of  your  lordships,  to  be  import- 
ant to  the  public  service.

the  issue  of  the  king's  treasure,  except 
in  pursuance  of  the  special  provisions 
of  an  act  of  parliament,  or  under  the 


authority  of  warrants  under  his  m- 
jetty's  great  seal  or  privy  seal,  duly 
entered  in  the  ofGce  of  the  auditor, 
who  is  thereupon  to  draw  the  neces- 
sary orders.  In  the  present  instance 
all  these  authorities  are  wanting  ;  and 
it  is  proposed  that  1,000,000/.  sterlinjr 
of  his  majesty's  treasure  shall  be  issued 
on  the  sole  ground  of  a  warrant  signed 
by  your  lordships.  Every  step  takes 
towards  such  an  issue  by  any  officer 
of  the  exchequer,  but  more  especially 
by  the  auditor,  would  be  in  open  vio- 
lation both  of  that  statute  and  of  the 
accustomed  course  of  the  exchequer; 
for  such  an  act  your  lordships'  war- 
rants cannot,  as  I  now  learn  from  the 
highest  authority,  afford  me  any  legal 
sanction.  I  must,  1  am  told,  act  on 
my  own  discretion,  for  the  exercise  of 
which  I  must  alone  be  responsible. 
This  responsibiUty,  iFit  legally  attaches 
upon  roe,  1  certainly  cannot  traBsfer 
to  any  other  persons,  and  least  of  all 
to  your  lordships,  whatever  willingness 
you  have  expressed  to  take  it  on  your- 
selves.

ConuniaMonershavingbeenappoint- 
edin  Ireland  for  thepurpoaeofenquiring 
into  the  practicability  of  this  scheme, 
the  first  report  on  the  subject  was  de< 
Lvered  to  the  House  of  Commons  in 
the  summer  of  1810,  from  which  the 
following  particulars  concerning  the 
nature  and  extent  of  those  morasses 
are  extracted. 

"  An  object,  on  the  dUe  attainment 
of  which  depended  in  a  great  degree 
the  success  of  our  undertaking,  was 
the  proper  division  of  the  bogi  of  Ire- 
land into  the  districts  referred  to  in  the 
first  article  of  the  inatructiona  ;  and 
further,  te  determine  in  what  part  we 
•hould  first  apply  thoae  means  entrust- 
ed to  ua,  and  which  we  at  once  per- 
ceived were  utterly  inadequate  to  the' 
execution  of  any  plan  that  should  em. 
brace  the  entire  extent  of  Ireland. 

"  From  inspection  of  the  map  execu- 
ted by  General  Vallency,  we  were  ena- 
bled to  consider  these  bogs  as  forming 
one  connected  whole,  and  to  come  to 
the  general  conclusion,  that  a  portion 
of  Ireland,  of  little  nMre  than  one- - 
fourth  of  its  entire  superficial  extent, 
and  included  between  a  line  drawn 
from  WickloW'headtoGalway,  and  an* 
other  drawn  from  Howth-head  to  Sli- 
go,  comprises  within  it  about  six- 
aevenths  of  the  bogs  in  the  island,  ex- 
clusive of  mere  mountain-boga  and 


bogs  of  less  extent  than  500  acres  ;  ia 
m  resembling  a  broad  belt  drawn 
across  the  centre  of  Ireland,  with  its 
narrowest  end  nearest  to  the  coital, 
and  gradually  extending  in  breadth  a* 
it  approaches  to  the  western  ocean. 
This  great  divirion  of  the  island  ex- 
tending from  east  to  west,  is  traversed 
by  the  Shannon  from  north  to  south, 
and  is  thus  divided  into  two  parts  j  of 
these,  the  division  to  the  westward  of 
the  river  containt  more  than  double 
the  extent  of  the  boga  which  are  to

ABTICLB  I. 
Froeeueijbr  discharging  Writing. 

The  art  of  discharging  writing  ia 
very  aDcieat)  and  the  means  employed 
are  ver|-  aimple.  In  factt  we  know 
that  it  11  lufEcient  to  moisten  a  writ- 
ten paper  with  anv  acid,  when  tl^ 
writmg  will  gradually  disappear.  But 
all  the  acids  cannot  be  employed  with 
equal  aucceas.  Some  leave  a  stain  on 
the  paper,  which  is  not  easily  removed ; 
other*  corrode)  and  render  the  paper 
unserviceable.  The  way  to  avoid  these 
inconvenieoces  is  to  make  choice  of  an 
acid  which  ihall  act  on  the  writing 
ooIt,  .without  injuring  the  paper,  or 
giving  it  a  colour  different  from  that 
which  it  had  before  it  was  written 

-  In  order  to  discover  luch  of  the 
acadi  as  are  beat  siuted  for  the  ope- 
rationinqacttioQ,  the  author  deUnnt- 
ued  to  submit  common  writing  ink  to 
the  acUon  of  different  acids,  and  to 
observe  carefully  the  phznomena  which 
theae  bodies  present  at  the  time  of  their 
mixture.

It  is  not  the  same  caie  with  the  al- 
trie  acid,  which  always  takes  out  the 
ink,  but  soon  penetrates  the  papc^ 
and  forms  above  it  uudukted  hnes  of 
a  yellow  colour. 

We  may  succeed,  however,  in  sof- 
tening  both  these  eflects,  by  taking 
the  precaution  to  dilute  the  mtric  acid 
with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water,  or 
to  wash  the  pap^r  immediately  aiur 
the  writing  hat  been  taken  oat. 

A  mixture  of  the  muriatic  aad  ni- 
tric acids  has  but  a  slow  action  upoa 
writing.  It  bleaches  the  paper,  and 
does  not  oppose  iu  de«icQation»  aa 
when  we  employ  the  nitric  acid  aloBf. 

Iu  genera^  whatever  be  the  kind  of 
acid  employed  to  discharge  writing,  it 
is  always  proper,  when  the  <^ieradoR 
is  performed,  to  dip  the  paper  in  wat4r, 
in  order  to  dissolve  the  new  ciunbiiu^ 
lions  which  the  acids  have  formed  with 
the  particles  of  ink  which  have  been 
discharged. 

Mr  Tarry,  at  the  oonclusiooof  thi« 
article,  does  not  fail  to  observe,  that- 
China  ink  does  not  act  like  common 
ink  with  the  acids,  as  its  coippoHtiOfi

oldmodeof  bleachingon  grass  weakens 
the  strength  of  the  fibre,  leaves  it  more 
flexible,  and  thereby  expedites  the  ma- 
ceration, which  in  some  degree  com- 
pensates for  the  time  it  requires  longer 
than  by  the  chemical  process.  But  For 
bleaching  of  yarn  or  cloth  made  of 
whatever  substance,  the  chemical  pro- 
cess, if  scientifically  conducted,  eitpe- 
rience  has  convinced  me  is  pre-eminent- ' 
ly  superior,  as  it  gives  additional 
strength  to  the  yam,  greater  firmnes* 
to  the  texture  of  the  cloth,  and  is  an 
immense  saving  of  time,  labour,  &c. 

"After  the  Tint  is  bleached  it  should 
be  reduced  to  a  proper  length  for  pa- 
per, and  then  macerated  in  water  after

offer  to  the  widow  ;  but  that  she,  feel- 
log  her  heart  to  be  for  ever  buried  in 
the  grave  of  her  huaband,  found  it  ne- 
cessary once  more  to  dechne  the  ho- 
nour of  hit  hand.  Mr  Windhani,  how- 
ever, did  not  relax  his  exertiona  in  her 
behalf.  '  The  presentation  which  he 
had  solicited  for  her  late  husband,  he 
now  transferred  to  another  clergyman, 
on  the  condition  of  hii  paying  a  por- 
tion of  the  revenue  to  the  amiable  and 
unfortunate  widow. 

Such  a  man  deserved  to  be  made 
happy  in  marriage,  and  this  happiness 
be  seems  to  have  uninterruptedly  en- 
joyed, in  his  union  with  Miss  Forrest. 
The  amiable  qualities  and  fascinaiin^ 
msonen  of  Mrs  Windham,  the  culti- 
vation of  her  mind,  the  gentleness  of 
her  demeanour,  and  the  affectionate 
wannth  of  her  heart,  could  scarcely 
have  failed  to  conciliate  and  attach  a 
husband  of  a  much  less  generous  and 
open  temper.

His  domestic  comforts,  howerer.iia 
not  withdraw  him  from  his  pubKc 
duty.  He  laboured  diligently  in  hit 
ofhce,  as  well  aa  in  parliament,  and 
effected  many  regulations,  by  which 
the  army  was  ebseotially  benefited. 
He  afforded  additional  facilitiea  to  the 
families  of  soldiers  serving  abroad  for 
the  acquisition  of  intelligence  respect- 
ing them  i  and  abolished  the  fee  wbidi 
had  been  customary  upon  such  enqui- 
ries. He  increased  the  pay  of  subal- 
terns, nOD-commissioDed  officers,  and 
privates ;  and  was  a  principal  contri- 
butor, both  by  his  suggestions  and  by 
his  exertione,  to  the  establishment  « 
the  Royal  Military  Asylum. 

In  these  and  similar  pursuits  he  con- 
tinued to  employ  himself ;  till,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1801,  the  differ, 
ences  upon  the  measure  of  Cathc^ 
EmancipatioD  occasioned  the  dissolib> 
tion  of  the  ministry.  He  then  resign- 
ed his  office,  and  was  accompanied,  in 
hid  retirement,  by  Mr  Pitt,  L9rd  Gren- 
ville,  and  Lord  Spencer,  the  Chancel- 
lor, and  Mr  Dundas.  "  I  was  only 
reconciled  to  the  union  with  Ireland," 
says  he  in  one  of  his  speeches,  "  upoE 
the  idea  that  all  disabilities  attaching 
on  the  catholics  of  Ireland  were  to 
be  removed,  and  that  the  whole  popu- 
lation would  be  united  in  interests  and 
affections.  Believine  this  to  be  the 
case,  and  finding  that  impedimenta 
were  stated  to  this  measure  much 
stronger  than  I  was  prepared  to  ap- 
prehend, I  relinquished  the  adminit* 
tration,  because  1  thought  the  mea- 
sure indispensable  to  the  safety  of  thii

REVIEW  OF  THE  LIFE  OF  MR  WINDHAM. 


Apposed  in  the  cabinet.  Persons  wh* 
urge  Buch  objections  seem  to  us  to  take 
too  narrow  a  view  of  the  duty  of  a  pub- 
lic man  :  and  as  a  right  understanding 
'Upon  BQcb  subjects  is  indispensable  to 
the  formation  of  a  just  estimate  of  Mr 
Windbam't  character,  we  shall  take 
leave  to  state,  very  shoKly,  what  seem 
to  us  the  real  merits  of  the  case,  both 
in  fact  and  in  conscience. 

The  opinions  of  Mr  Burke  and  Mr 
H7indham  ever  were,  that  the  legiti- 
mate object  of  the  war  was  the  resto- 
ration of  the  house  of  Bourbon  ;  and 
that  this  object  could  be  accomplished 
only  by  a  liberal  encouragement  to  the 
exertions  of  the  royalists  upon  the  con- 
tinent. The  accuracy  of  these  opi- 
nions we  shaU  not  controvert,  although 
they  are  not  eiactly  our  own  j  but  it 
is  at  least  quite  raanifest,  that,  with 
•uch  sentiments,  Mr  Windham  was 
pledgedagainst  every  step  whicbshould 
tend  to  an  acknowledgement  of  the 
new  dynasty  in  France.  The  war 
might  not  seem  to  him  to  be  carried 
on  with  sufficient  attention  to  those 

eints ;  he  might  and  did  consider  it  to 
a  war  of  shifts  and  expedients  ;  a 
contest  for  petty  and  remote  objects, 
rather  than  for  near  and  vital  ones ; 
t>ut,  upon  hia  principles,  any  war  what- 
ever was  better  than  a  peace,  which, 
■whatever  should  be  its  terms,  must  ir- 
revocably preclude  the  possibihty  of 
restoring  tne  Bourbons,  and  might 
deluge  this  country  with  a  flood  of 
French  principles,  to  stagnate  on  the 
healthy  soil,  and  propagate  putrefac- 
tion and  disease.  He  had  no  choice 
of  parties,  but  either  to  adhere  to  those 
yriUi  whom  he  was  now  acting,  and 
whose  ends  in  some  degree  coincided 
with  his  own,  or  to  return  to  men 
whose  whole  aim  was  to  negociate  a 
peace,  almost  on  any  tenns,  and  almost 
at  any  hazard. 
'  Still,  say  his  enemies,  it  was  unne- 
cessary for  him  to  lend,  to  the  specific 
Measures  which  he  disapprovedf   the 


sanction  of  his  individual  voice  and 
vote  in  parliament.  When  he  beard  the 
opposition  declaiming  against  planSf 
which  he,  in  common  with  them,  dis- 
liked and  distrusted,  he  might  at  least 
have  maintained  a  dignified  neutrality. 
We  are  not  of  that  opinion  :  for  it 
will  be  remembered,  that  his  ground 
of  difference  from  his  colleagues  was 
not  BO  much  a  hostility  to  their  mea- 
sures as  a  preference  for  others  of  hit 
own  ; — not  that  he  disapproved  what 
they  did,  but  that  he  thought  they  did 
not  do  enough  i  while  the  dpposition, 
on  the  contrary,  conceived,  tliat  every 
thing  was  too  much,  and  that  the  fault 
of  government  consisted,  not  in  doing 
too  little,  hut  in  doing  any  thing  at  alL 
Neutrality,  therefore,  in  a  man  pro* 
fessing  Mr  Windham's  opinions,  would 
have  been  in  manifest  violation  of  that 
clear  and  salutary  maxim  in  ethics, 
"  Of  two  evils  chuse  the  less." 

But  we  will  venture  to  go  further. 
We  will  venture  to  say,  that  a  states- 
man, with  perfect  purity  of  conscience, 
often  may  and  ought  to  lend  his  active 
support  to  a  measure,  which  his  party 
pronounce  to  be  requisite,  even  though 
he  himself  entirely  disapprove  the  very 
principle  on  which  it  is  grounded  ;  jilM 
as  a  soldier  may  execute  the  order  of 
hisoSceragainithisown  private  judge- 
ment and  conviction.  Whenamanenterl 
into  puhhc  life,  if  he  has  the  intention 
of  ever  bemg  officially  useful  to  hia 
country,  he  must  make  up  his  mind  to 
enlist  himself  regularly  under  the  ban- 
ner of  some  acknowledged  party.

He  was  a 
great  encourager  of  sports  in  general} 
and  avowed  the  opinion,  that  nothing 
had  contributed  more  essentially  to 
form  and  elevate  the  spirit  of  his  coun- 
trymen, than  the  masculine  character 
of  their  diversions.  He  therefore  re- 
ffittdcd  with  great  indignation  the  fa- 
shion, so  prevalent  among  country 
pugistrates,  of  suppressing  the  amuse- 
ments of  the  poor.

.'  Lfyden  was  now  at  the  fountain- 
head  of  knowledge,  and  availed  him- 
self of  former  privations  by  quaffing  it 
in  large-  draughts.  He  not  only  at- 
tended all  the  lectures  usually  connect- 
ed with  the  study  oF  theology,  but  se- 
veral others,  particular^  some  of  the 
medical  classes, — a  circUmltance  which 
^erwarde  proved  important  to  his  out- 
let inlife,  ^though  at  thetime  it  could 
only  be  ascribed  to  his  restless  andim- 
patient  pursuit  after  science  of  every 
.oescriptioD.  Admission  to  these  le«> 
turea  was  easy  from  the  liberality  of 
the  professors,  who  throw  their  class- 
.es  gratuitously  open  to  young  men 
-educated  for  the  church,  a  privilege 
of  which  Leyden  availed  himself  to 
the  utmost  exUnt.  There  were  indeed 
few  branches  of  study  in  which  he  did 
not  make  some  progress.  Besides  the 
learned  languages,  he  acquired  French, 
Spanishi  Italian,  and  German,  was  fa- 
miliar with  the  ancient  Islandic,  and 
Studied  Hebrew,  Arabic,  and  FeniaD. 


But  though  he  sooo  becUne  paKicA- 
Ifirly  distinguished  by  hia  taiei.ts  as  a 
lihguist,  few  departments  of  science  al- 
together escaped  his  notice.  He  m- 
vestigated  moral  philosophy  with  the 
ardour  common  to  aU  yout  hs  of  btlnt 
.who  studied  ethics,  under  the.  auspices 
^(professor  I>ugald  Stuart,  with  whose 

Ersonal  notice  he  was  boeoured.  He 
came  a  respectable  mathematician, 
and  was  at  least  superficially  acquaint- 
ed with  natural  philosophy,  natural 
historjt  chemistry,  botany,  and  mise- 
ralogy.    Tbese  various  sciences  he  ae- 

Suired  in  differeM  degrees,  and  atdif- 
irent  times,  during  bis  residence  at 
college.  They  were  the  fruit  of  no 
very  regular  plan  of  study  :  whatever 
subject  interested  his  mind  at  the  time 
attracted  his  prbcipal  attention  till 
time  and  industry  had  overcome  the 
.  difficulties  which  it  presented,  and  was 
then  exchanged  for  another  punuit. 
It  seemed  frequently  to  be  Leydni's 
objecttolearn  just  so  much  of  a  parti- 
cular sciet^ce  as  should  enable  him  to 
resume  it  at  any  future  period  ;  and  to 
those  who  objected  the  raiscellaneons, 
or  occasionally  the  superficial  nature  of 
his  Studies,  he  used  to  answer  with  his 
favourite  interjection,  "  Dash  it,  mau, 
never  mind :  if  fou  have  the  scaffold- 
ing ready,  you  can  run  up  the  masonry 
.when  you  please."  But  this  modew 
stufly,  however  successful  with  Jbhn 
Leyden,  cannot  be  safely  recotnmend- 
ed  to  a  student  of  less  retentive  memo- 
ry and  robust  application.  With  him, 
however,  at  least  while  he  remained  in 
Britain,  it  seemed  a  matter  of  little 
consequence  for  what  length  of  time 
he  resigned  any  particular  branch  of 
study  ;  for  when  either  some  motive 
or  mere  caprice  inducedhim  to  resume 
it,  he  could  with  little  difficulty  reu- 
nite all  the  broken  associations,  and 
begin  where  he  Irft  off  months  or  years 
before,  without  having  lost  an  inch  qf 
ground  during  the  interval.

Mis  father's  cottage  affording  him  ut- 
ile opportunity  forquiet  and  seclusion, 
he  was  obliged  to  look  out  fnr  accom- 
modattons  abroad,  and  some  of  his 
places  of  retreat  were  sufficiently  extra- 
ordinary. In  a  wild  recess,  in  the 
'  dean  or  glen  which  gives  came  to  the 
village  of  Deoholmr  he  contrived  a  sort 
of  furnace  for  the  plirpose  of  such  che- 
mical experiments  as  it  was  adequate 
to  perforaiing.  But  his  chief  place  of 
retirement  was  the  small  pariah  church, 
a  gloomy  and  ancient  building,  gene- 
rafiy  beheved  in  the  neighbourhood  to 
be  haunted.  To  this  chosen  place  of 
study,  usually  locked  during  week- 
days, Leyden  made  entrance  by  means 
of  a  window,  read  there  far  many 
hours  in  the  day,  and  deposited  his 
books  and  specimens  in  a  retired  pew. 
It  was  a  well-chosen  spot  of  seclusion 
for  the  kirk,  (  excepting  daring  diviue 
service)  is  rather  a  place  of  terror  to

-  This  was  a  distinction  which,  aa 
we  have  already  hinted,  he  was  indeed 
not  unwilling  to  aifect,  and  to  which, 
so  far  as  the  visions  existing  in  tha 
high  fancy  of  the  poet  can  supply 
those  ascribed  to  theactualgfaost-seer, 
he  had  indeed  no  slight  pretensions. 

Books  as  well  as  retirement  were 
necessary  to  the  progress  of  Leyden't 
studies,  and  not  always  attainable. 
But  his  research  collected  from  every 
quarter  such  as  were  accessible  by 
loan,  and  he  subjected  himself  to  the 
utmost  privations  to  purchase  thostt 
that  were  not  otherwise  to  be  procu- 
red. The  reputation  also  of  his  pros- 
perous  career  of  learning  obtained  tun 
occasional  access  to  the  library  at  Ca- 
vers i  an  excellent  old  collection,  ia 
which  he  met,  for  the  first  time,  many 
of  those  works  of  the  middle  agea 
which  he  studied  with  so  much  re- 
search and  success.  A  Froissart  in 
particular,  translated  by  Lord  Bcmers> 
captivated  his  attention  with  all  those 
tales  <*  to  savage  virtue  dear,"  which 
coincided  with  bis  taste  for  chivalry, 
and  with  the  models  on  vrhich.it  had 
been  formed  :  and  tales  of  the  Black 
Prince,  of  the  valiant  Chamjoa,  andof 
Geoffrey  Tete-Noir,  now  rivalled  the 
legends  of  Johnie  Armstrang,  Walter 
the  Devil,.aDd  the  Black  Douglas.
